promise today of their demands for 
higher farm prices In the anU-ln- 
riaUon blU but Ddmlnlstrallon lead- 
ers flatly rejecled II. 

Sen. Prentiss M, BrosTi, D„ MIclt., 
sold he nnd other administration 
leaders had turned down a propaiol 
offered by n senate agriculture sub- 
committee which Brown contended 
would have Introduced "co.it of pro- 
duction" fftclom into the fixing of 
agricultural price.i. 

Brown announced that Uie admln- 
IstraUon planned to permit an or- 
iginal proposal by Senators Thomiui, 
D., Okla„ and Hatch, D„ N. M.. to 
come lo a vote today and then at- 
tempt lo subsututo an admlnlstra- 
Uon eompromlso offered by Demo- 
cratic Leader Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky.

MOSCOW, Sept. 28 (;p)— Frcah German ehock troops 
rushed to the front by tranaport plane poured into the debris- 
choked .itrecLs of Stalingrad in an effort to clinch victory, 
disj«itclie.s miid today, but the red army, fi^htinK from win- 
dow and rooftop and in the streets, hold the city in the 35th 
day of bloody a.s.'iault. 

Northwest of the city, the Ru-isiana were blunting the 
German drive and unloosing 
im offensive of their own in 
an effort lo slow the mote 
direct nazi attack on tho city, 
it waa reported. In ono sector, 
a large Soviet unit killed 2,000 
Germans in two days, tho 
mid-day communique said, 

Dlspatcbcs from the front csti-" 
mated Uuit 38,000 Oennans' wero 
battling from positions Uulde tho 
city and sold ihcy Wcro belnc rein- 
forced steadily In an jittempt U 
overwhtlm Uio dolendcra, who were 
relying on bomb-harasaed communl- 
catloru of the Volga.

The marines loMsht their way 
back to the second hne.

Each Ume the enemy attacked, 
they burned smudges to provide a 
tnioko screen.

■ founded Its "wage policy." But the WLB. un- 
like fiomc other aBcnclci. recognizes nothing 
that ciin'L be done. Now tvirmolt rclgns.oncc 
more. 

With all the crltlcL™ that Rrcctcd the 
"Little Steel" formula, there was a feeling 
that It at least offered something relatively 
Kpeclflc. The Idea aecmcd to be that, In gen- 
crol. the board would grant raises only to the 
extent nocessory to preserve the January 1D41 
buying ability of workers. 

Now the whole troublesome mattfcc has 
been cut wide open by a panel dcclsfon af- 
fccting metal miners. 

This was not one of those exceptions that 
test the rule. That is, it was not a special 
grant to an underprivileged group. The min- 
ors already were getting from 70 to 81 cents 
an hour. The existing wage scale was describ- 
ed by the employer member of the panel, dla- 
Bontlng from the decision, as being 40 per 
cent above the January 1041 level, though 

■ cost of living has risen only 15 per cent by 
the WLB's own computation. 

The panel's recommendation was argued 
. on the basis that airplane makers, shipbuild- 
ers flnd some other western workmen are 
getting from 80 cents to $1.10 an hour. Min- 
ers have been shifting to tho hlehcr paid 
Jobs, and metal production — particularly 
copper — has been dropping oil. ' ■ - 

Such pirating of labor by one ecscntlal in- 
dustry from another, intentional (aa In thlfl 
Irtstance) or accidental, Is what Manpower 
Administrator Paul V. McNutt Is trying to 
stop by his directive that men leaving war 
Industries must obtain separation certificates 
in order to get work elsewhere. 

Mr. McNntt's order has heen Implemented 
by Instructions from Droit Director Kcrahey 
to his kubordlnateg In 12 western states to re- 
classify any metal worker who leaves his 
Job without permission. 

Without waiting to see whether this ap- 
proach might work, tho WLB panel has gone 
off on a tangent of Its own, which apparently 
opens v;lde the "Little Steel" formula. 

At first glance, observers cannot see any 
stopping point In tho new venture short of 
that ol wWciv the mlnoilVy member, Almon 
E. Roth of the San Francisco Employers 
council, warned In tils dissent; 

"It is impossible to differentiate this case 
from hundreds of other cases Involving man- 
power shortages. The highest wages become 
th? level to which other wages must be 
raised."

WASUINQTON, BepL 38 — The 
campaign platform adopted by 
Republican rocmbcra ot tho house 
repreaenta an attempt to save tho 
party from tho embarrassing posi- 
tion Into which somo ot Its laola- 
tlonUta threatened to lead It. 
T^e declaraUon is Intended to put 
the Republican 
party fully behind 
the war, and 
against appeaaa- 
mcnt, a negotiat- 
ed peace or any. 
thing except mili- 
tary victory. 

Work on th& 
declaraUon 
begun same weeks 
ago through the 
Inspiration ol Re* 
publicans who 
had long aup port- 
ed the Rooeevclt 
ad minis traUon' 
general foreign policy. They were 
concerned with tho pre-Pearl Har- 
bor attitude of some In the party 
and telt that the minority party 
could not make ef/ectlvo )ta crltl. 
cbuns of tho conduct of the war im- 
less It took jKdns to make Uiess 
criticisms constructive In support of 
the war. Tho InaplraUon for thla 
did not come from thoee holding 
official poalUons hi the Republican 
party organlzaUon so much as U 
came from men like ReprcsentaUvea 
Hope of Kansas and WIggleswortb 
of Maasachuaetts and alao from 
somo other Republicans who have 
shared the views ol Wendell WlUklv. 

Alao significant la the postwar at- 
titude taken In the Republican con- 
gressional platform. The declara- 
Uon stated that the Republican 
party members recognlEed that the 
United States haa an obligation and 
responsibility to work with other 
naUoRs to bring about a world un- 
derstanding and cooperative peace. 
The resoluUon lUUd. however, that 
In so doing we must not endanger 
our own IndepAdeooe, or weaken 
our American way ot Ufa or out sys- 
tem of goremment.

Is ' aiifflclenlly 
rague for a man to InUrpiet it al- 
most anyway he chooses, so U does 
not mean too much aa a ipedflo 
commitment. 

Nevertheless the purpose of the 
men who took the lead In this action 
Is to Inaure that the Republican 
party goes ahead In the role ot a 
loyal oppoalUoD, mUng complete 
Tlctory and durable peace Utrough 
intemaUonal cooperation. Tlity 
foimd, language sufficiently broad so 
that almost all of the Republican 
membership of . the home pledged 
Itself to the prlndplea as stated. 

Uiat la a large gain. It Insures 
that no Individual having other 
Ideas can use the Republican party 
for his puipooes.

The Republican platform Inslata 
on the right to criticize. .It demands 
that , the people be given all Intor- 
maUon consistent with tnllllary re- 
Qulrements. but warns against using 
cenaorahlp as a cover to hide fall- 
urea of military and civilian offlcera. 
ParUcuIarly the Republlcatia do- ^ 
nounce unnec e ssary oenaorshlp. f« 

With tho progress of tho war this 
qucslion becomes more troublesome. 
We ore having our first experience 
with total war and there la Increas- 
ing confualon aa to Uie line Mtwecn 
necessary military cenaorahlp and 
mattcra of public policy deserving 
free dlscusalon.
